ose of working the gold bars on the Smoky 
Rives. which are reported to be very rich. 
They will work as long as possible this fall 
and after wintering there will commence 
early next spring and remain there next 
summer. Mr. Hardisty would have remain- 
ed longer but his companions were bound to 
return, and. as all trail marks had been 
burnt out it was necessary he should guide 
them back. He will go up again next 
spring and make a thorough prospect of the 
country.

SUPREME COURT. 


Two judgements were received from Mr. 
Justice Scott by last mail. One was in the 
case of Goldie & McCulloch vs. Taylor, 
which involved 1 claim fora safe. Defend- 
ant seizeda safe, claiming it was included 
in a chattel mortgage given to him by 
Dickson & Wilkie, of South Edmonton. 
Plaintiffs claimed that they had an unre- 
gistered lien note en the safe, and that de- 
fendant had notice of same. The safe was 
not specially mentioned in the mortgage 
covered by general claim. Both Dickson 


“LA. CIGALE” 
& Wilkie in their evidence swore that they 


will be peiformed by the Edmonton 
notified defendant, prior to giving the 


mortgage, of the lien of the plaintiffs. His Dramatic Club on 
Lordship held in view cf the description 
simply being general in the mortgage, and 
thefact of Dickson & Wilkie giving evidence 
as to notice, discovers evidence in favor of 
plaintiffs and gave judgment accordingly in 
their favor for $204. Beck & Emery for 
plaintiffs, H. C. Taylor for defendant. 

Fernand de Journel vs. La Banque Jac- 
ques Cartier. Plaintiff sued for $35 amount 
of wages against Hetu & Chave, also a pri- 
vate claim against Chave, and also another 
private claim against Hetu. Prior to the 
assignment of Hetu & Chave on the 12th 
August, 1895, plaintitf took payment for all 
three debts in lumber. This lumber had 
previously been mortgaged to the Banque 
Jacques Cartier the defendants, and Hetu 
& Chave were by defendants allowed to re- 
main in charge and sell in the ordinary 
course of trade. It therefore became a 
question as to whether the taking of lumber 
in payment of wages was a sale in due course. 
His Lordship held that as to the wages viz, 
$35, plaintiff had the right to recove; the 
lumber to this valne which the bank had 
seized. As to the private claims against 
Chave & Hetu, alsd against Hetu, these 
were not sales in due course, and the bank | 
is entitled to the lumber given in payment 
for same. ‘The effeet of the decision seems 
to be, that lumber given for the debts of 
both Chave & Hetu, also the mortgage on 
them after their disposal had become the 
property of the parties who had the claim 
against Chave & Hetu, namely, because the 
bank allowed .Chave & Hetn to remain in 
charge and sell in the usual course of trade.

IN PARLIAMENT.

Ottawa, Sept. 1.—In_ the House of 
Commons yesterday, Mr. Frank Oliver, 
in bringing forward a notice of motion 
for all documents and correspondence 
from the legislative assembly of the 
Northwest Territories for an increase of 
subsidy, spoke at considerbable length. 
At the outset heasked the house to 
listen fora short time to an explana- 
tion of the object for which the motion 
was wade, He then went on to state 
that the position occupied by the Ter- 
ritories at the present time, is very 
similar to the position of a province, 
that is to say, the Territorial govern- 
ment and legislature have all, or nearly 
all, the responsibilities of a provincial 
government or legislature, and at the 
same time they have much greater re- 
sponsibilities than the goverument of a 
province, owing to the immense area of 
country they are expected to govern 
and the difficulti2s of carrying on the 
government. While the Northwest 
government and legislature have ‘almost 
egual power and greater responsibility 
than the government in a province, the 
governnent and legislature are confront- 
ed with the position that they have not 
adequate finances, and those finances 
hive been imadequate for some years 
past. The area of the territory of the 
goverament of the Northwest Territories 
is, roughly speaking, something like 600 
miles square ;.it is very much larger 
than the settled area of the eastern pro- 
vinces of the Dominion, and their set- 
tlement being scattered more or less 
ever this great area, the expense and 
difiiculty of carrying on the govern- 
ment are proportionately increased. It 
is net only that there is a great area 
over which there is scattered settlement, 
but there is also a diversity of interest. 
There is the dairy interest in the east, 
tne cattle raising interests in the south- 
west, the coal mining in the mountains 
and the trading interests in the north— 
a diversity of interest that renders legis- 
lation and government in that country 
more difficult probably than’ in any 
other province, or at all events, in any 
other provinee- having a similar popu- 
lation. The population of the Ter- 
ritories in 189) was stated as 66,799, 
and the subsidies at that time derived 
from the Doninion parliament amount- 
ed in 1892 to $211,000. Since that 
time the population has increased, so 
in 1894, according to the census taken 
by the police, the population was 86,- 
000, and taking the same rate of in- 
crease down to the last fiscal year, it 
may be placed in the neighborhood of 

12,000. While the population has in- 
creased from 66,900 to 114,000, the 
subsidy on which the government of 
the Territories is based has increased 
only from $211,000 to $242,000 ; that 
is to say, that while the population has 
nearly doubied, the Subsidy on which 
the government of the Territories is 
conducted, has only increased by 15 
per cent; to be more accurate, while 
the population has increased 70 per 
cent. the subsidy has increased only 15 
per cent. There was difficulty in gov- 
erni:.g those Territories since 1891 with 
a certain subsidy, but the difficulty is 
much greater now, with not only a 
large population , but a population that 
has gone into new portions of the coun- 
try, while at the same time the Ter- 
ritories have received comparatively less 
subsidy. 

The duties of the government in the 
Territories are much the same as the 
duties of the yovernments in the older 
provinces, and one of the first charges 
on the treasury, both in the Territories 
and in the provinces, is the mainten- 
ance of education. In 1892 there were 
in the Territories 245 schools in opera- 
tion; in 1895 there 395 schools in 
operation, and in 1896 there are 489 
schools organized, of which nearly all 
are in operation, so that in connection 
with that particular charge on the trea- 
sury there has been nearly a doubling 
of the expense. The cost of education 
in the Territories is now nearly double 
what it was a few years ago, waile the 
grant out of which that, cost has to be 
paid has only increased to the extent of 
15 per cent.

The school expenditure which in 
1893-95 was $97,000, has increased to 
such an extent that it will amount to 
$120,000 this year. These are the 
amounts that have been granted to 
schools out of the subsidies allowed 
to the Territories. It therefore will 
be plain to the House, that the greater 
proportion of the total subsidy voted 
to the Territorial legislature by this 
parliament, has been expended on 
education. Although at first sight the

be held responsible for the results of 
that policy. When parliament has ab- 
solutely, as may be said, prohibited set- 
tlement in the greater part of that 
country, it seems to me that parliament 
must be prepared to make good the de- 
ficiency in the revenue necessary to 
carry on the proper business of tke 
country. As in the case of schools it 
is in the case of public works, especial- 
ly roads and bridges. These roads and 
bridges which would be kept up jf 
there was settlement in every section, 
simply cannot be kept up when-settle- 
ment is less than half the sections. If 
we are to have public improvements in 
that country the burden must be borne 
to a very great extent by the treasury 
of the Territories, which again must be 
supported by a subsidy from this par- 
liament. There are not only roads and 
bridges to construct and maintain, but 
there is also the question of the water 
supply throughout a great portion of 
that country. Without an improved 
water supply, which can only be secur- 
ed by the expenditure of money, set- 
tlement cannot increase as it ought to 
or as it otherwise would. There are 
other special expenditures which have 
to be made, expenditures which are not 
needed in any of the older provinces. 
Mr. Oliver included in this list of ex- 
penditures the general hospitals which 
receive a’ grant of $4,000 per annum 
and the $3,000 paid out to encourage 
the creamery industry. 

Proceeding, Mr. Oliver said: Tak- 
ing the increase of population that took 
place from 1891 to 1894, and assuming 
the same percentage of increase until 
the end of the present fiscal year, we 
would have a population of 112,000. 
In the case of Manitoba, the amount 


payable per head is based, not on the. 


actual - population at-the time, but on 
the supposed or expected population, 
two and a half years in advance, that 
is tosay,the subsidy per head is re- 
adjusted every five years, and the 
amount is fixed at what it would be on 
the basis of population when half the 
term of five years is up. Applying the 
same calculation to the Northwest Ter 
ritories, it would give us a supposed 
population of 141,000, which, at 80 
cents per head, would entitle us to 
$112,000 a year. On debt account, 
the present actual population would 
entitle us to $156,000 a year. Taking 
the amount allowed to Manitoba for 
the cost of government, that is to say, 
$50,000 a year, and an allowance on 
account of the land. such as is given 
in Manitoba, say $126,000 ayear, the 
Territories would be ina position at 
the present time to claim, in a read- 
justment of the subsidy, in the 
neigborhood of $440,000. year. They 
are not asking for that amount at the 
present moment; but they are asking 
for a substantial increase in the amount 
which has been granted in past years 
so asto catch up in some extent with 
the present requirements. 


In regard to the grant on account of 
land Mr. Oliver said that the province 
of Manitoba had been granted $100,000 
year in consideration of its public lands 
having been administered by parlia- 
ment while in the Territories where 
there was four or five times as much, 
this matter did not receive such favor- 
able consideration. He concluded 
by strongly urging a readjustment of 
the subsidies. 

Mr. Davin who followed, said he 
was exceedingly glad that the matter 
had been brought before the House. I 
have annually brought before it the 
claims of the Territories, he said, and 
made an argument in favor of an _in- 
creased subsidy, somewhat in the line 
of that which my hon. friend has made. 
There cannot be any doubt that not 
merely now but, as I pointed out, either 
last session or the session before -last, 
the Northwest Territories were long ago 
entitled to far more money than was 
given them year after year, and in fact 
I think it was either last session 
or the session before last that I 
argued that there was something 
like a million dollars or more of 
arrears due the Northwest Territories 
bearing in‘mind what should have been 
paid, on the basis of the calculation by 
my hon. friend in his able speech this 
afternoon, and comparing that with the 
amount which has been given. In 1889

that: © Owing to the vast area of the 
Territories and the widely seattered na- 
ture of the settlement, all the local 
business of the government is rendered 
more expensive proportionately to popu- 
lation than any of the provinces.” For 
these reasons they asked a_ specific an- 
ntial grant for the five years term of 
$100,000, and claimed an aggregate 
sum of over $400,000. Any man who 
has listened attentively to my hon. 
friend this afternoon will agree that 
with the population they then had, and 
proceeding on the ratio that had been 
dealt out to ~Maditoba in 1870, the 
Northwest Territories in 1889—that is 
several year ago—were entitled to a 
grant of $400,000. On the 27th Feb- 
ruary of that year, I made a motion in 
this house somewhat similar to that 
made by my hon. friend this afternoon. 
I moved for copies of ail memorials ad- 
dressed to the government by the Jegis- 
lative assembly of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories which sat recently at Regina, 
and I presented, as best I could, the 
claims of the Northwest Territories, 
as set forrh by the legislative assembly, 
of which my hon. friend was then a 
member, and had been for some time. 

Further on in his speech Mr. Davin 
dealt with the subject of the C. P. R. 
lands, His idea is that the govern- 
ment might buy back the land at $1.25 
an acre. The money paid for such a 
purpose, he thought, would be well 
spent by the government and it would 
be a profitable transaction to the Cana- 
dian Pacific rallway. 

In conclusion Mr. Davin said: It is 
desirable as the bouse knows is my 
opinion that we should have a great 
deal more help than we have had in the 
Territories, for creameries, and I think 
it is desirable that all that should be 
done by the local government. But 
how ia the past, or how in the present, 
could the lecal government do it, when 
the grant to them is so contemptibly 
small and so utterly inadequate to the 
needs of the situation? But if an ade- 
quate sum is given them, the local gov- 
ernment, being on the spot, could attend 
to all needs. For instance, we know 
that in a vast area ike the Nerthwest 
Territories we may have good crops in 
one part extending over hundreds of 
thousands of square miles ; and in an- 
other part we may have a failure of 
crops. Now, the proper government 
to deal with that question is the gov- 
ernment of the Northwest Territories, 
but how could the government of the 
Northwest Territories deal with jt, 
when, up to the present, the amount 
doled out them has been weighed as it 
were, in an apothecary’s scales with the 
utmost nicety, so as to measure it out 


as regards the admitted needs of these j - 


Territories? Mr.- Speaker, it was a 
great pleasure to me to hear my hou. 
friend’s voice once again, and I hope 
that in this house he and I, while we 
are colleagues, whether for a long or 
short time, will use our united efforts 
for the good of the Territories, and for 
the support of any proposal, come from 
whatever side it may, that will be for 
the good of the Territories, and let us 
not turn our efforts against each other 
at the bidding of either party or faction.

Mr. Laurier replied: The Canadian 
Pacific railway company is still engaged 
in the selection of the lands earned by 
the construction of the road. The 
original land grant was 25,000,000 
acres, reduced by 6,793,014 acres under 
the operation of the Act 40 Victoria, 
Chap. 9. Of the 18,206,986 acres of 
which the company were still “entitled 
after the settlement under this act, 13,- 
844,871, have already been selected, 
and the company and the governmert 
are together prosecuting the work of 
completing the company’s land grant as 
rapidly as eircumstances permit. No 
specific portion of the company’s land 
grant is under the statute to be found 
in the Northwest Territories, but 11,- 
338,187 acres of the selections already 
made by the company are situated in 
the Territories.

SASKATCHEWAN COAL. 


The following letter which appeared 
recently in the Winnipeg Free Press ex- 
presses an idea which if pnt into effect 
might result in considerable profit to our 
local coal mines. 

Sir,—My business asa ‘‘drummer” having 
taken me several times during the past six 
years to the towns of Prince Albert, Battle- 
ford and Edmonton, the thought has often 
struck me why the immense deposits of 
coal on the River Saskatchewan are not 
utilized for the benefit of us long-suffering 
householders in Winnipeg. In eonversation 
with a party who has taken coal from Ed- 
monton te Battleford. I gleaned the fcllow- 
ing particulars: Scows can be built at 
Edmonton, large enough to carry forty tons 
of coal down the river at a cost for labor of 
$10 ; plank to build them will cost $10 per 
thousand ; coal can be loaded into them at 
a cost of 75 cents per ton. I am told that 
two men could navigate ‘twenty of such 
scows or more, coupled together like a train 
from Edmonton to Lake Winnipeg, at high 
water without the slightest risk. The 
journey via Lake Winnipeg would have to 
be done by tug, and there is as far as I 
know no impediment on the balance of the 
journey to Winnipeg by river. Now, of 
course, the greater the quantity the heaper 
the transportation and I do not think there 
would be any difficulty in landing the coal 
at Winnipeg at $4 per ton; the lumber in 
the scows could be sold, as the seows could 
be built so that they could be taken apart 
without spoiling the lumber. Any_siiiber 
of such scows could be taken down the river 
with a small tug andthe capacity of each 
scow could be increased to 100 tons if nec- 
essary. I would like some of our large 
consumers of coal in Winnipeg to make a 
trial trip. A good many of the volunteers 
who made the trip in 1885 can testify as to 
the practibility of the route.
